gold uphold the commerce of

nation. 
To seoare bimetallism yon 


There are peopie whc 
imagine that money is superior to law 
bat, my friends, they) strike silve 
down by law, and we have as mucl 
right to restore silver by law as they 
had to aasasainate it bylaw.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


The final vote on the tariff bill in the 


United States Senate yesterday did 
not create any marked interest. The 
time for the roll to be called arrived 
and the vote was comparatively a for 
mality, as it was generally conceded 
among the Senators that it would pass 
hy a majority vote. 
The bill as 


amended will now be returned to the 
House, and after the several amend 
raents are read and acted upon, if any 
are rejected by the House or it refuses 
to concur in them a Conference Com- 
mittee will be appointed to meet t, 
similar committee from the Senate and 
the two will endeavor to adjust differ- 
ences between .the two bodies on the 
bill. It is believed that the majority 
in each branch of Congress are pretty 
thoroughly posted cm the program, and 
it is quite probable that an early agree- 
ment will be reached, although there 
may yet be some delay. The Nation 
generally will feel relieved to know 
that this question is nearly solved even 
though it may be only temporary. The 
people have to a great extent lost in- 
terest in it and believe that 
it is 


simply an issue manipulated by the 
trusts and goldbugs to draw attention 
from and block as far as possible any 
consideration of the flnano'al question. 
After the bill becomes a law, there wil] 
be ample opportunity to test its bene- 
fits to the masses and the promised 
prosperity that it is claimed will follow 
its passage, will be welcomed, but the 
people have been fooled so mauy times 
that they have almost become con- 
vinced that the tariff question is about 
the only available issue that the Re- 
publican party has left, and the party 
manipulators will not let go of it as 
long as it can be used. 


Another heat wave has struck the 


East-central part of this country. 
Chicago and many adjoining countries 
are again undergoing a deadly beat 
spell such as raged through the East 
last fall. People are dying by scoree* 
and prostrations are too numerous to 
occasion much comment. Thirty-one 
deaths have been reported as due to 
the intense heat.

Juilgo Cheney's Decision and Order 01 


Oomurrer to Complaint. 


I 
In tbe case of the Office Specialty 


Manufacturing Company vs. Washoe 
c'ounty, Judge Oheuey handed down n 
. decision and order on the demurrer to 
complaint. 


After reciting various details con- 


cerning tho agreement and purchase of 
tho file cases by the Board of Com- 
missioners and the delivery of the 
same and 
subsequent payment of 


$462 SO, and the veto of the remaining 
bills by the^Audtior. The character of 
the cases being specified as four, when 
in reality they were indivisible without 
material and irreparable injury, and 
manufactured in one solid frame. Tho 
action of tbe Board in, allowing the full 
amount of $1,498 60 on May 25, 1896. 
Also the fact that the last so-called 
section was ordered flve days prior to 
the arrival of the cases, and the plaintiff 
by this means pretending to sell four 
cases when in fact there VMS but one, 
and presenting four claims which are 
now sued for as one. That the case 
was delivered May 23, 1896, and three 
days thereafter four bills presentedjand 
on the game day allowed by the Board, 
although 
the 
terms of agreement 


specified the time aa thirty days after 
receipt and examination before pay- 
ment for the goods. 


In substance the pretense was made 


that four cases were ordered at differ- 
ent, times to be paid for in separate 
amounts, yet the goods arrive five days 
after the last order is forwarded, not- 
withstanding all are in one solid frame. 
Other conditions and details are re- 
'erred to, and Judge Cheney goes on: 


Under these circumstances shown 


by plaintiff's complaint, I am unable to 
perceive how equity or good conscience 
can be invoked to release the plaintiff 
from the toils of its pretended, illegal 
enterprise. Neither honesty, fair deal- 
ing nor pnbliu morality will be pro- 
moted by enabling a person to recover 
;he reasonable value of goods furnished 
.n an attempt to circumvent wise 
statutory regulations essential for the 
protection of the public from unlawful 
acts of officials, when the contract is 
denied enforcement • because of 
its 


illegality. 
To my mind the action, 


instead of coming within the intent of 
the equitable rule invoked by plaintiff, 
is governed by those ancient maxims 
of the law which delares that ' a right 
action cannot arise out of fraud.' 


'Courts of Justice do not sit to 


extricate a rogue from the toils; on the 
contrary it is the policy of common 
sense and common law to environ a 
person with all possible perils and to 
make it appaient that honesty is the 
best policy. 


The 
defense, that 
the 
claim 


sued on was not presented within the 
iime allowed by law is well taken. This 
claim is either the same or a different 
one from what was first prasented, If 
it is the same, no action can be main- 
sained on it because of the illegality of 
the contract. If it is a different one. no 
action can be maintained because it 
was not presented within six months 
Tom the time the goods were delivered 
or the time when it became due and 
payable. Tbe demurrer as amended is 
sustained," 


PI.USGiiO 10 DEATH. 


A Child Falls One Thousand feet. 
A most thrilling accident occurred at 


Blair's Park, in Oakland, last Monday 
morning. A balloon ascension was to 
je the event of the day, and over 5,000 
people had assembled to witness the 
performance.
